After living with the 
family at Green Springs, for three weeks, 
the girl returned home.

Sentences were imposed in two cases,

Clarence Yenser, who stabbed Barney 


McCabe in the abdomen during a fracas 
near Bittinger one Sunday afternoon last 
summer pleaded his own case, giving self 
defense as the reason for his attack which, 
he claimed, was made after McCabe bad 
knocked out two teeth and kicked him in 
the stomach.

In connection with this new office an 


interesting discovery has been made in 
the commissioners' office. Stored away 
In the vault is an outfit that was evident- 
ly in use by a weights And measures offi- 
cer yeart ago It consists of scales, yard 
stick gauge, half bushel, peck, gallon, 
quart, pint and half-pint measures, a set 
of weights from 50 pounds down to four 
pounds. There is evidence in the recep- 
tacle in which they are stored that these 
weights ran on down to halt an ounce, 
but the smaller sizes have been pilfered. 
These weights and measurs are of brass 
and are in good condition. Each of them 
bears a plate with the name of the maker 
and the date of 1800. 
This is believed to 


establish the fact that at the time of start- 
ing the county some law was in force re- 
quiring commissioners to keep standard 
weights and measures on hand, and that 
these articles were purchased in the pew 
county's preparation for housekeeping. 


HELD FOR KILLING HUSBAND. 
Chambersburg, Jan. 29.—Charged with 


the murder 14 months ago of Floyd Kel 
ler, Mrs. Zelda Keller Gerhold and her 
•mother, Mrs. Reuben Ricker, were ar- 
rested today and committed to jail wiah- 
out bail. The first named woman wa« 
Keller's wife and she married John Ger 
hold only recently. Keller, a prominent 
tartner, died on the night of Nov, 29, 1912, 
and a chemical analysis following an au- 
topsy developed that the stomach con- 
tained enough poison to kill four men. 
The case was surrounded with mystery 
until love letter written by Mrs. Keller 
to Isaac Heck man, came to light. The 
asate police took up the case and today's 
arrests resulted. When arrested Mrs. Ger- 
hold exclaimed: "Heckman poisoned 
my husband. I saw him do it. Why is he 
not arrested too?" This charge she re* 
peated several times and is very bitter in 
her denunciation of the man for the love 
of whom, it is alleged, she gave her hue- 
band poison, 


Mrs. Elizabeth Noppinger, ofPenbrook, 


and her father, Silas Naylor, were each 
held under $200 bail for court on a charge 
of beating Harry Nopsinger, the former's 
husband. The fight, in which Mrs. Nop- 
singer is charged with cruelly abusing 
her husband, occurred about three weeks 
ago, it is said, when Nopsinger called at 
his wife's home to persuade her to live 
with him. 
When he arrived at his wife's 


home, Nopainger mid, his wife grabbed 
him by the hair and pulled a handful out 
of his head. Then she blew the hair into 
his nice. Not satisfied with that, the has* 
band went on, she tried tospit in his face, 
when her false teeth flew out of her 
month, and struck him in the eye. The 
wile thtn took a clock from the mantle, 
Nopsinger said, and struck him on the 
head with the time piece nnttl he WM 
"all orated." He says that ht wat then 
thrown oat of the hoate by the father-in- 
law. Alderman Murry said: "It WM a 
terrible way for a wif* to treat a poor in* 
nooent husband" and held th« wife Rod 
father for court.

en when an angry husband finds the mak- 
er sitting in the lap of a wife where he 
dwon't belong are not collectable,* Chin- 
ton county jury decided after the town's 
most exciting Court day. Joseph Diehl, 
DO the story of the note began, was caught 
by J»cob Crider «itting on Mrs, Cridtsr'B 
lap in the Crider home. 
With a revol- 


ver at hie head, Diebl begged for his life 
and agreed to give a note for $1000. The 
i."*ct day Diehl notified the banks not to 
• iv the note when due, and Crider sold 
i i • note to Charles Bittner for $750 Bitt 
n.-r was unable to collect the $1000 when 
*l. • note became due, and brought suit. 
Judge Hall told the jury the note was 
i i /en under compulsion and was no good 
.«far as Crider'e interest was concerned. 
"ne only question at issue was whether 
Bittuer knew the circumstances surround- 
ing the giving of the note. On the wit- 
ness stand he testified Crider did not tell 
him.

SUFFRAGE WINS IN JERSEY 


Aaaembly Paaaes Resolution Looking 


to Votes For Women.

The New Jersey bouse passed tbe 


resolution for a constitutional amend- 
ment extending the right of suffrage 
to women. 


The vote was 49 to 4. The four as- 


semblymen who opposed the resolu- 
tion were J. J. Griffin and Leonard, 
of Union, and Nutting and Quigley, of 
Essex. 


The resolution will now go to the 


senate. If that body adopts it the res- 
olution will have to be passed again 
by the next legislature before It can 
be submitted to a popular vote.

The shooting was done by Friend, 


who was awakened by toe ringing* M 
a burglar alarm in his home, across 
the street from his store. 
Arming- 


himself with a revolver, he entered* 
the ront part of the store and turned 
on the lights. 


Two'persons ran for the rear of the 


store, and Friend fired three times. 
He followed in pursuit of the fcorg- 
lars, and in the rear of the store he 
found Chowanis stretched out from 
the bullet wounds. Kudy was hidden 
behind several sacks of flour. 


Kudy is said to have confessed that 


he and Chowanis have robbed numer- 
ous stores in Dupont, and he has ad- 
mitted that they twice successfully 
looted the Friend store. Friend has 
not been arrested. 


Freezes Under Upset Auto. 


Leslie Edwards, twenty-one years of 


age, was frozen to death, and Buford

As soon as the jury in the Starner case 
had retired the next case was called, 
it 
was of a similar nature, Peter Stoner be­ 
ing charged with a serious offenee against 
Flora Shultz. 
All the parties concerned 
are from Gettysburg. The jury was se 
lected but, the regular panel being ex­ 
hausted, four of the twelve were taken 
from the audience in the court room. Af* 
ter hearing witnesses the Court directed a 
verdict of “not guiltyM to be found. 


Sentences were imposed in two cases, 
and a number of other cases listed tor% 
trial were finally disposed of at Saturday, 
afternoon’s session ot Court.

In connection with this new office an 
interesting discovery has been made in 
the commissioners’ office. Stored away 
In the vault is an outfit that was evident­ 
ly in use by a weights and measures offi­ 
cer yeart ago. It consists of scales, yard 
stick gauge, half bushel, peck, gallon, 
quart, pint and half-pint measures, a set 
of weights from 50 pounds down to four 
pounds. There is evidence in tbe recep­ 
tacle in which they are stored that these 
weights ran on down to half an ounce, 
but the smaller sizes have been pilfered. 
These weights and measurs are of brass 
and are in good condition. Each of them 
bears a plate with the name of the maker 
and the date of 1800, This is believed to 
establish the fact that at the time of start­ 
ing the county some law was in force re* 
quiring commissioners to keep standard 
weights and measures on hand, and that 
these articles were purchased in the pew 
county’s preparation for housekeeping.

Thia much abused vegetable, which 


cannot conceal Its presence because 
of Its odorlferousness, is one of oar 
most valuable vegetables. 
Nature 


provides for her" children by sending 
an abundance of these little tender 
green stalks to us early in the spring, 
and in the fall stocks our cellars with 
them for the winter using. There is 
no salad, except perhaps a fruit, that 
Is not improved by the appetizing sest 
of a bit of onion or onion juice. 


When the appetite becomea keener 


In the cold wintry days, care must he 
taken not to over-eat. If onions are 
served twice a'week at least the sys- 
tem is in good tone to withstand 'any 
drain of disease or extra work, for 
they are valuable scavengers In the 
system.

A disordered system will result in a 


cold, which is often directly caused 
by over-bating. We cannot expect ;the 
department of the interior to go 6a 
overworking year in and year out. 
If we cut our food in half and multi- 
ply our exercise by two in the open 
air, we would have less of colds, grip 
and pneumonia. 


Onions With Cheese.—This Is a dish 


especially good for a cold night sup- 
per. 
Cook sufficient onions for the 


number to partake; drain them and 
place a layer of the cooked onion in 
a buttered baking dish, pour orer 
a half cup of rich white sauce, 
sprinkle generously with cheese, and 
repeat with another 
layer 
of 
the 


onions, white sauce and cheese. Put 
into the oven and serve when well 
heated through. 


Onions Stuffed Witls Sausage.—This 


is a most elegant dish, which may be 
used for company. Take the mild 
Spanish or -Bermuda onion, a half 
dozen or more, peel and parboil until 
tender enough to scoop out a center; 
chop the part taken out and mix with 
well seasoned sausage, .and fill the 
centers. 
Make a sauce of chicken 


stock, if you have it, if not use butter 
and water. Put the onions into a 
baking dish and bake, basting occa- 
sionally until 
thoroughly 
tender. 


Sprinkle with buttered crumbs, -and 
when they are brown serve from-the 
baking dish.

Artillery duels for the most pari 
are taking place, with an occasional 
sally by the infantry forces. In the 
region of Ypres the Germans again 
have attempted their smashing at­ 
tacks, but again were repulsed and

the positions taken by them during 
the lighting of the last several day*. 


Although there is a lull in the bat­ 
tle in Flanders, the two armies con

At some points minor succebses 
have been announced by both Berlin 
and Paris, but there have been no no­ 
table progresses announced. 


Berlin dispatches say the fighting 
is less violent and that the severe 
weather has halted all big operation 
by the kaiser’s forces along the battle 
line in Belgium. 
They declare the 
German soldiers are well equipped foi 
winter service, and that as soon a3 
the weather moderates they will re 
same their attempts to smash through 
the allies* lines from Dixmude to A:' 
ras, in France. 


Further advices from the German 
war office tell of the activity of the 
Germans along the front in the Ar 
gonnes, 
where 
the 
invaders 
have 
made several gains and have taken a 
new line of positions after repulsing 
the attacks of the French. 


Fast and furious 
fighting in the 
western arena of the war is expected 
by English military observers to make 
this coming week memorable even iu 
a war, each week of which has wit­ 
nessed carnage equal to that of tlu 
Kreat battles of history. And at the 
name time hints from the front en­ 
courage them to expect that the week 
also will see the German tide through 
Handers toward the coast towns ol 
Dunkirk and Calais begin to ebb.

A great battle is imminent within 
the borders of East Prussia, accord­ 
ing to war office «advices in Petrograd. 


General Von Hindenberg, in com­ 
mand of the left wing of the German 
army, fearing the encroachments of 
the Russian invaders, is duplicating 
his successful move of the beginning 
of the war and is hastening reinforce­ 
ments to stem the czar's advance. 


The reinforcements are being rush» 
ed from Thorn, the north base of the 
German central army, which is the 
same point whence came the G?rman 
troops that (’rove General Rennen- 
kampf's Russian invaders back into 
Poland at the beginning of hostilities. 


While the* Russians at this stage of 
the war are farther within the bor 
ders of East Prussia than they were 
then, Von Hindenberg is determined 
to check them and, if possible, drive 
them back into their own territory. 


Russian war office announcements 
are not bq cheering to the popula e 
as they have been in the past two 
weeks. From all points along the line, 
«save in East Prussia, where the Rus­ 
sians admittedly are advancing, cornu 
reports that the Austro-German allies 
have braced and are offering stubborn 
resistance. 


The 
skirmishes that marked the 
Russian advance in southwestern Po* 
land last week have now developed 
into a general battle and the czar's 
armies have failed to clear a path to 
Cracow, 
The Austro-German forces 
between 
Cracow and Czenstochowa 
have been 
heavily reinforced. 
It is 
stated that the Russian advance con* 
tinues here, but It also to admitted 
that it is "slow/' 


The Russians who passed Tarnow, 
east of Cracow, and south of the Vis­ 
tula, find thernsejves against a heavy 
detachment of Austro-German». It is 
admitted that progress through this 
region must be delayed several days, 
until beav> artillery can be brought 
Into play, and that the fall of Cracow 
cannot be hoped for before several 
days. 


Farther »outh, Jt ft* announced, th« 
Russian troops are crossing the Car­ 
pathians into Hungary. This is a re­ 
newal of the offensive that wa* »ban* 
doned when the Austrian« threw big 
masses of troops against the Russians 
who had invaded Hungary, and tho 
Germans advanced against the Vistula 
front.

The Amsterdam correspondent of a

Europe have found a new source of 
worry, x 


After the oil of commerce has been 


pressed out there is left a residue 
which has been treated by a steam 
process to yield an inferior oil, which 
has been used for making soap and 
other industrial purposes. 


Now a way has been found of rer- 


flning this waste oil, and a syndicate 
has been formed to make it on a 
large scale. The trouble comes from 
tho fact that there Is no way to die- 
tlnguish it from the oil pressed direct- 
ly from the olive*. 
Tho pure-food authorities of France 
have been trying for months to find a 
way to stop its sale, but own them- 
reives beaten. The chemists ray no 
differences can be found. 


Stealing. 


Stealing Is a wholly silly business 


at the best; but to steal in the post- 
office, in a .bank, or in any other or- 
ganized institution, is absolutely idio-. 
tic. There is no surer road to state 
prison than to steal from an organ- 
ized business; and the larger the bus- 
iness is the more complicated the bus- 
iness is, the smaller the possibility 
that the thief can avoid that final de- 
tection. The thief burrows around In 
his little corner very much as mice 
make ways for themselves under the 
floors of a storehouse or a dwelling.

The 
man who steals once may escape, but 
the man who makes a business of 
stealing is as certain to be caught as 
he is to live. He has to quit stealing 
or to die in order to avoid being 
caught. It is a dead sure thing.—

Fastest Travel on - Record. 


The researches made- by physicists 


of all centuries have proved that the 
hertzian waves move with the same 
speed as light, that is to say, at about 
186,000 miles a second. 


Three French scholars, Mr. Abra- 


ham, professor at the Conservatoire 
deo Arts et Metiers; Major Ferrie and 
Mr. Dufour, have, under the auspices 
of the bureau of longitudes, just de- 
termined the speed of propagation of 
the hertzian waves between Paris und 
Toulon. Part of the result has been 
calculated, and the speed found 
la 


296,900 kilometers to the second, with. 
a difference of less than one per cent. 
for each determination, in comparison 
to the average. 


They intend to measure this speed 


between the Eiffel tower and the sta- 
tion of wireless telegraphy at Wash- 
ington, while the longitude ot the 
capital of tho United States Is being 
determined.

South American Species Is Addsd to 


Kansas Collection of Rattlesnakes, 
Qlla Monsters and Other Mora or 
Leas Verlle Reptiles. 


Topeka, Kan.—The state of Kansas 


is willing to pay out a few hard dol- 
lars for dead snakes and birds and 
animals to be stuffed and kept in the 
museum, but when It comes to paying 
a single dollar for a live boa con- 
strictor, the state balks. The execu- 
tive council, composed of the gover- 
nor, attorney general, secretary of 
stata and state auditor, has refused 
to pay one good round dollar for a 
real South American boa constrictor 
A few days ago a carload of bananas 
was received by one of the Topeka 
commission houses and just as the 
clerks were preparing to pick up a 
bunch of bananas one noticed 
the 


snake's head sticking out It is not 
unusual to find tarantulas and poison- 
ous spiders from the tropics in ba- 
nanas but seldom are snakes found. 
A council of war was held and the 
men in the cold storage room put a 
sack around the bunch of bananas 
and then drove the snake out and 
later transferred the reptile to a bot- 
tle. 
Then the snake was brought to 


Mrs. Bi B. Smythe, curator of the Goss 
Ornithological collection in the state 
house, and Mrs. Smythe bought the 
boa for one dollar to add to the col- 
lection of rattlesnakes, Gila monsters 
and other more or less virile reptiles 
kept in cages on the fourth floor of 
the state house. 


The boa was only 27 inches long,

an extinct offense. 


Th)« modern buccaneer was a stew- 


ard who, after 
serving in varlovs 


ships, was stranded at Callao, in Peru. 
There he picked up with a man named 
Sherratt, and the two shipped aboard 
a small schooner, the Neuva Tlgre. 
They, with the captain and mate, com- 
posed the whole crew. 


A week out from port these two- 


Hcoundrels attacked the captain and 
mate with an axe and gun and literal- 
ly made them walk the plank in the- 
most approved eighteenth 
century 


fashion. 


They then 
renamed 
the 
vessel 


White Rose, and set sail for nowhere 
in particular. Neither knew the first 
principles of navigation, so eventually 
they ran ashore in the Gilbert Islands, 
where they were promptly arrested. 


The most daring case of piracy on 


record for years past occurred aboard 
the Alaska-Pacific liner 
Buckman, 


when two armed passengers made a 
deliberate attempt to seize the big 
ship and her cargo. 


One of them, named Thomas, took 


a revolver, went into the cabin, and 
fatally shot Captain Wood, then ran 
on deck to help his accomplice, whom 
he had left to tackle the mate on tha 
bridge. 


But the mate had been too quick 


for the pirate, and Thomas reached 
the deck to find his accomplice in 
irons. He at once seized a lifebuoy 
and jumped overboard. 
As he was 


never seen again he was, presumably, 
drowned 


Aboard the Italian transatlantic 


finer Margherita 
there was a few 


years ago a. regular Captain Kettle- 
battle. The steamer, after 
leaving 


Trieste, called at Messina, and there 
22 Sicilians stowed themselves a.way. 
As soon as the Margherita was oat 
of sight of land they rushed on the 
deck in a body and attacked the crew. 


They were surrounded and driven 


below, but at night broke out again, 
and rushed the officers quarters. The 
crew armed themselves with revolv- 
ers and a fierce fight raged for over 
an hour. Two of the mutineers were 
killed, a number were wounded and 
four sailors were badly hurt 


At last the pirates were driven into 


the forecastle, and while the crew 
stood guard the vessel steamed hard 
for Algiers, where the police took the 
ruffians into custody. 


The steamer Sophia was crossing 


the Black Sea from Odessa to Kor- 
thion, and the captain and passengers 
had just sat down to supper in the 
saloon when three young men, masked 
and armed, appeared in the doorway 
and covered them, bidding them not 
to move on pain of death. 


At the same time two others seized 


the man at the wheel and forced him 
to turn the vessel back to Odessa. 
Others—there were 18 in all—opened 
the safe and took out $25,000, the 
property of a Russian bank. 
They 


then robbed the passengers of all 
they possessed, disabled the engines, 
destroyed one boat, and, taking the 
other two, escaped. 


There is, or was a few months ago, 


still in use a Danish schooner named 
Emanuel, believed to be the oldest 
vessel afloat 
She was built in I74f 


and for years sailed the Caribbean 
Sea under the black flag.—Stray 
Stories. 


Clouds Hypnotized by Earth. 


The very latest theory concerning 


the clouds is that they are magnetized 
by the earth. Many scientists believe 
that the changes in the earth's mag* 
netic force have much to do with the 
shape, course, gyrations and general 
conduct of the cloude. The view was 
first published by a Swedish physi- 
cian, Birkland, and observations at the> 
Lyons observatory seem to support it 
These observations have been cen- 
tered upon clouds called "cirri," which, 
float at a very great height aad some- 
times appear like parallel filaments1 
and at other times as curls of hair. 
They often produce haloa, and their 
antics, It is said, are due to variations 
in the earth's magnetism.

Ill-Fated Passengers, 
Asleep When 


Crash Came, Had No Chance -For 
Life—Disaster Occurred In Dens» 
Fofl. 
Forty-two lives were losi in the icy 


watfai's. ol tlic Atlautk uLc.i tl:c 01;'. 
Dominion liner Monroe, trom N'ori.olU 
tor New York, was rammed amidship. 
overturned and sunk -within, ten min- 
utes, twenty-five miles southeast ol 
Hog Island, by the Merchants' and 
Miners' liner Nantucket, boxinil iroir 
Boston to Norfolk. 


The forty-two persons lost compris"- 


Bd nineteen passengers and twenty- 
three members of the ship's crew, ac- 
cording to official wireless reports to 
the Old Dominion line. 


Thirty passengers and fifty-five of 


the crew were saved, making the list 
of those rescued eighty-five, who were 
brought to Norfolk hy the badly dam- 
aged Nantucket. 


Captain Johnson and all his officers 


Bxcept one were among those saved. 
Among the lost was Second Officer 
lately. 


Captain Johnson was found in the 


water clutching a piece of wreckage. 
He was nearly exhausted when picked 
up by a lifeboat. ' 


When the Monroe sank she disap- 


peared completely, with no vestige of 
her rigging above the water. 
Only 


scattered wreckage marked the ves- 
sel's grave. 


Among the rescued passengers is 


James O'Connell, vice president of the 
American Federation of Labor. 


The eighty-five survivors picked up 


from the sea and huddled on the Nan- 
tucket, which, with 
crumpled bow, 


limped into Norfolk, were the only 
ones who knew all the details of how 
the two big ships, picking their way 
through a blanket of fog—one bound 
aorth and the other bound south— 
met with a crash 
near the Winter 


Quarter Shoal lightship. 
"S. O. S." 


calls reaching out to the coast sta- 
tions started every available agency 
of rescue into action, but not soon 
enough. 


While the Nantucket backed off, af- 


the collision, lowered boats and began 
sweeping the misty sea with her big 
searchlights, the Monroe, her passen 
gers pitched out of their berths in 
their night clothes, sank like a plum 
ni.-t. 


In the swirling vortex of the sinking 


ship men shouted and women scream- 
ed through the mist. The Monroe went 
down so quickly that there was little 
time for launching boats and the only 
ones saved were those picked up at 
once by the Nantucket. 


Those lost had scarcely a chance to 


realize that death was upon them be- 
fore they were struggling in the sea. 
The doomed passengers of the Mon- 
•roe, fast asleep in their cabins when 
-the two vessels came together, went 
down to death with only time for a 
shriek of despair. 


Only those kept awake by the snort- 


ing sirens that were wailing their use- 
less warnings through the fog knew 
•when the vessels struck. 
The rest, 


thrown from their hprths b/ the force 
of the collision, heavj with sleep, had 
scarcely time to struggle to the deck 
of the sinking vessel before they were 
plunged into the water. 


Not ten minutes intervened between 


the time the blunt bow of the lum- 
bering Nantucket crashed its way into 
the side of the Dominion liner and the 
time the latter slid under the waves. 
The eighty-five rescued huddled on the 
Nantucket were lifted from the icy 
water after,their vessel had gone to 
the bottom.
